A graduate of London university, 
Miss Denty received her bachelor’s de- 
gree with honors in psychology. She 
took higher degrees in child psychol- 
ogy and completed her psychoanalyti- 
cal training under the late and noted 
Prof. J. C. Flugel. 

Miss Denty is a member of the 
British Psychological association and 
of the American Catholic Psycholog- 
ical association. She finished her 
training at the beginning of the sec- 
ond world war and was immediately 
plunged into work as a psychologist 
for both children and adults. 

Sponsored by the Alma Savage Lec- 
ture service, Miss Denty’s American 
lecture tour is endorsed by the Rev. 
Joseph Christie, S.J., noted broadcast- 
er; author Louis de Wohl, and the 
Rev. Paul Crane, S.J., editor of The 
Christian Democrat which has carried 
articles by Miss Denty.

Britisher Keynotes 


Mock UN Session x 
At NFCCS Meet “~ 


A miniature United Nations is the 
description of the British Common- 
wealth offered by Richard R. Braine, 
member of the English parliament, 
who gave the keynote address at the 
model UN session sponsored by the 
Iowa region of the National Federa- 
tion of Catholic College Students last 
Saturday. 


Clarke was host to six colleges for 

the one-day winter workshop. 
Explains Commonwealth 

“The British Commonwealth,” 
Braine explained, “is bound together 
by the belief that free men can, in 
different countries, cooperate and 
work together. The Commonwealth 
consists of kingdoms and _ republics, 
sovereign states and dependent states 
forming a union which is illogical 
and unwieldy — but which works.” 

Self-government is the goal of all 
dependencies in the British Common- 
wealth, the speaker pointed out.
